1 . Claims 49, 52, 55, 58, and 60 are pending and allowed in the application. 

2. In the prior action, the Final action mailed November 27, 2006, claims 47-49, 51,52, 54, 
55, and 57-60 were pending and under consideration; with claims 49, 52, 55, 58, and 60 allowed, 
and claims 48, 51, 54, 57, and 59 rejected.
